ESCAPED FROM PRISON 


Soldiers After Freedom Took a. Treasered lndian 
Canoe From the Military Museum. 


SUCCESSFULLY PADDLED IN AN ANTIQUE TO LIBERTY 
How an Inventive and Patient Barber Framed Things Up for Himself and 
Finally Went Out of Prison as a Plumber.

One of the most remarkable escapes from a prison 
during the past decade was made from old Castle 
William by a pair of soldier deserters. 

Two men were standing on the Atlantic docks, 
Brooklyn, one night, when, looking out on that body 
of water known as Buttermilk Channel, they saw 
something which made them rub their eyes and won- 
der if they were dreaming. 


been on these waters for many. many years. 

It was an Indian canoe, up-curved at stem and stern, 
crude, barbaric, bieroglyphed in strange designs, and 
tossing, feathber-like, on the ebb tide. 

The two men were pulling for their lives dumbly as 
brutes at the yoke, with visions of dark cells behind 
them and dreams of halcyon days before. 

They got out of the mill-racing tideway and vanished 
in the shadows of the pier. A moment later there 
came a rending sound and the fragments of the canoe 
floated away on the current. Then running footfalls 
up the deserted street, mocking curses and laughter, 
and two men who had been military prisoners at Gov- 
ernor’s Island, had made their escape from old Castle 
Wiliam, 

A more unique escape than theirs has seldom been 
recorded in the military annals of the island. At 5 
o'clock in the evening twenty or more military prison- 
ers, under guard, were coaling the old ferry-boat Gen. 
Hancock. As usual, they worked in silent, sullen rou- 
tine, while beyond them with shouldered rifle walked 
the sentry in a ceaseless vigil. 

When the steamer had secured sufficient coal she 
steamed away and the workers were started back to 
the prison again. 

By this time it was almost nightfall, As yet, nobody 
can figure it out how these two got away. They were 
not missed until some hours afterward At first it was 
supposed that they had escaped on the ferry-boat, but 
this was afterward found to be erroneous. 

What they probably did, according to the sergeant of 
the guard, was to drop out while coaling and make 
their way to the military museum, where they re- 
mained in concealment until darkness, 

On the following day it was discovered that a flimsy 
Indian bark canoe, @ valuable relic, which, years ago 
Gen, Lawton had presented to the museum, bad dis- 
appeared. 

Then came the discovery that two men on the At- 
lantic docks on that same night had observed two men 
rowing a remarkable craft through the treacherous 
waters of Buttermilk Channel. 

Up to the present time these runaways have not been 
captured, although a sergeant and half a dozen provost 
guards were out looking for them, and their acquaint- 
ances, male and female, in Fort Hamilton and Willetts 
Point, have been kept under surveillance. 

But the military authorities are sure of their men 
ultimately. 

A man who has escaped wanders about for a time, 
not working steadily at anything. By and by he is 
likely to make up bis mind that there are many worse 
places than the barracks and the parade ground, and 
to make an effort to get back to his old life.

the headquarters in Washington. 
card is thereafter compared with those of newly-en- 
listed men, and when it is duplicated the recruit stands 
convicted at once of deception. 

So thorough is the system that few men re-enlist 
after a dishonorable discharge without being exposed 
before long as impostors. Still, the longing to return 
exists, and the deserters hazard a trial, hoping to be 
more successful than their predecessors. 

It is difficult to escape trom Castle William and few 
succeed in bringing the feat off successfully. Almost 
the only way in which it can be done is through aid 
given to the prisoners by their friends outside. If one 
or two of these can manage to arrive in a rowboat at 
the foot of the Castle and convey other clothes inside 
to the intended fugitive, it is barely possible that he 
may get away. 

One of the most ingenious escapes from the island 
was made by John White some years ago. The man 
had been a barber before he entered the army, and it 
was his business to shaveall the prisoners and cut their 
hair regularly. He took pains to save enough of the 
clippings to make a false mustache, and then waited 
for a good opportunity to make use of it. This came 
when a gang of plumbers were admitted to make re- 
pairs in the fort. In some way the ingenious barber 
had contrived to smuggle in a suit of plain clothes. 
One evening when the plumLers were getting ready to 
go home he put on the clothes and the mustache, 
picked up a couple of pieces of lead pipe and a forgot- 
ten solder-pot, and sauntered out among the group of 
workmen, passing for one of them, and escaped un- 
recognized by the guard.

The duty of guard- 
ing them, either indoors or out, is not one which is 
popular with the soldiers, though it is performed, like 
every other, with strict regard to military discipline. 
A prisoner who is troublesome, gaining the reputation 
among the garrison of being a “hard case,”’ may re- 
ceive extra hours or any especially disagreeable piece 
of work.

The circular 
walls are divided horizontally into thirteen casemates 
or vaults. Above the first tier of these is a second, 
precisely similar. Each casemate has two portholes or 
windows, intended formerly as apertures through 
which cannon were to discharge their contents. 

Now only a few of the cannon remain in the lower 
casemuates and are used in firing salutes on special oc- 
casions. Two or three of the vaults bave been con- 
verted into the prisoners’ kitchen and messhall. They 
are kept scrubbed until they fairly shine with cleanli- 
ness, and the neatness is so marked that even the 
knives and forks seem to be placed on the spotless 
board tables with mathematical precision. 

The prisoners are their own cooks and waiters. 

The food they receive is the regular army rations, 
with the exception that no extras are ever provided 
for them as they frequently are for the soldiers of the 
garrison. An unruly prisoner is occasionally sentenced 
to a dark cell on bread and water. 

The upper casemates are used as the cells. They are 
so large that several merf have cots in the same room. 
The small windows are heavily barred, having been 
newly fitted up in this respect. At 9 o’clock at night 
the men are obliged to be in their beds. The bour for 
turning outin the morning is correspondingly early. 
breakfast being eaten at 6 o’clock. The other meals 
are dinner at 12:30 and supper at 6.

STOPS ATTELL 


A Rattling Mill While it Lasted in Which 
Both Men Showed Gleverness. 


Lying on the floor of the ring, supposedly writhing 
in agony and crying out in alleged pain, Abe Attell 
claimed he was fouled in the fifth round of his fight 
with Tommy Sullivan before the West End A. C., at 
St. Louis, Oct, 13, and refused to continue. He was im- 
mediately examined by three physicians, who subse- 
quently declared he had not been fouled. Meanwhile 
Sullivan had been placed under arrest to await the re- 
sult of Attell's injuries, 

From the latter's howls it was feared that he might 
be killed, and the spectators made a rush for the doors. 

Dr. Parris, the official doctor of the club, Dr. Marks 
and an unknown physician, who had performed the 
examination of Attell, then returned to the arena and 


Referee Sharp at once gave the fight to Sullivan. 
While it lasted, the fight was certainly a ripping mill. 

Attell went to his man from the tap of the bell in the 
first round, doing most of the leading. Sullivan also 
showed up wonderfully well and surprised the crowd 
In the clinches Sullivan seemed 
to be the heavier, and at every chance kept sending 
rights into Attell’s kidneys, Sullivan continually 
worked his left shift, and it was this that caused the 
final blow which sent Attell on the floor writhing in 
agony. ° 

Sullivan feinted and Attell stepped back. While At- 
tell was straightening himself up into position, Sullivan 
hooked a vicious left for the stomach, which caught 
Attell and he immediately dropped to the floor as If 
shot. He lay there writhing and cried until the three 
doctors were calied to examine him critically. 

After a consultation lasting fifteen minutes the phys- 
iclans announced to Referee Sharpe that they found 
no indications or evidences of the blow being foul. 
They declared the damage done to Attell was caused by 
the vicious drubbing in the kidneys administered in the 
clinches, 

Round 1—They fiddled, Attell Jabbed left to mouth 
and then hooked leftto neck. Sullivan jabbed left to 
neck, They clinched, Sullivan sent left to neck and 
ina clinch pumped right on kidneys, Attell Jabbed left 
to eye and swung a vicious right, which Sullivan side- 
stepped. 

Round 2—Sullivan jabbed left to face. Sullivan 
swung vicious right to neck and in clinch pumped right 
to stomach. Attell jabbed left to head and hooked right 
to stomach. Inaclinch Sullivan kept jolting rights to 


kidneys. Attell uppercut right to stomach, They 
clinched, 
Round 3—Attell swung rigtt to neck. Attell sent 


left to stomach, Anotherclinch., Sullivan hookedseft 
to neck and In clinch kept driving right Into kidneys, 
Attell swung vicious right for head which Sullivan 
neatly evaded, Inaclinch it was give and take as the 
bell rung. Honors still easy. 

Round 4— Attell sent left to mouth and they clinched. 
Attell swung left to jaw and hooked right to neck. 
Attell Jabbed leit to mouth and swung right to neck. 
Clinch. Attell swings vicious right which missed, the 
force carrying him to the floor as the bell rung. 

Round 5—Sullivan jabbed left to face and hooked 
right to heart.

Jim Jeftries, the pugilist, bas a double, but unlike 
persons bothered in this respect the bollermaker’s 
counterpart has been more of a blessing to him than a 
detriment. The man who resembles the champton is 
Edmond Hayes, the actor, who is known among his 
friends as the “Wise Guy."’ In point of features and 
expression, Hayes and Jeffries are enough alike to be 
taken for twin brothers. Hayes bas the same swarthy 
complexion as the fighter, eyes of similar hue, and the 
brulser's identical swagger. But Hayes is not as heavy 
as Jeffries, at least not now. A few years ago he 
weighed about as much as Jeffries and was just as 
broad shouldered, But through 
weight, and now only scales 199 pounds, while the 
champion tips the beam at close to 250 pounds when 
not in training. 

The acquaintance between Jeffries and Hayer dates a 
long time before the Californian ever thought of enter 
ing the fighting business.

Here is what a Japanese expert has to say on jiu-jitsu 
in an English article he bas written about it. It is 
rather crude, because of his imperfect knowledge of 
the language, but it expresses a great deal: 

“The practicers of jiu-Jiteu must not feel any fear 
even of strong people; at the same time they must not 
despise even the weak fellows. 

“Strong men are full of strength, but it is nothing 
with jiu-jitsu, which depends on art. When a boat is 
on the water, one man can move it; if it were on the 
land it would be impossible for one to move it, even 
two or three; same reason it is that the weak fellow 
can overcome a strong one. Now, while jiu-jitsu is an 
art, it is not so wonderful to see a strong man thrown 
down by a feeble fellow. It is not absolutely forbidden 
to use strength in jiu-jitsu; as the practicer becomes 
well advanced in the art, the strength ought to be used 

ccording to their ability. If the mind controls the 
body skillfully, strength may help more uniting to 
them.

Insists Upon a $5,000 Forfeit to Stand as a Side Bet 
and the Fight to be a Distance Affair. 


HOW KID McCOY WOULD SOLVE THE PROBLEM. 
McGovern and Young Corbett May Have it Out Again---Terrible Terry's Great 
Fight with Eddie Hanlon---Gossip of the Ring.

Bob Fitzsimmons and Philadelphia Jack 
©’ Brien in a tight for the recently created title of light 
heavy weight champlon boxer of America, 1s one of the 
things ring followers are looking forward to with keen 
anticipation, Boband Jack have entered the arena as 
conversationalists Incidental to the making of a match. 
They are talking about a fight between them for the 
middleweight championship, but this feature of a 
prospective battle is all poppy-cock, for neither of them 
can scale and fight within the prescribed limit, O’Brien 
with his characteristic penchant for making sensation. 
al grand stand plays, talked of putting up a thousand 
forteit and issuing «a sweeping challenge to fight for the 
worl 1's middleweight championship, but he places the 
weight at 158 pounds at three o’clock in the afternoon, 
nearly seven hours before entering the ring, which puts 
the champlonship end of the affair completely out of 
the argument. 

©’ Brien didn’t get away with his biuff as cold as he 
ex pected, however, for McCoy came at him with a rush 
and wired his acceptance from the Coast. Before the 
Philadelphian bad a chance to bat his eye, old man 
Fitz tumbled into the picture, and in 
©’ Brien’s defi incidentally raised the latter’s forfeit 
$4,000, and what was more to the point insiste that the 
$5,000 aside he allowed tostand as a side bet. When old 
Fitz was shown O’Brien’s challenge, be at once flared 
up and burst forth as follows. 

“Jack O’Brien wants to fight me? He’s four flush- 
ing. Hewon’tfightme, If O’Brien is in earnest and 
really wants to fight Iwon’t keep him waiting long. 
Now, I'll tell you. Next week I will be in New York 
and T'll post from $5,000 to $20,000 to bind a match. 
Let O’Brien cover my forfeit—less than $5,000 will not 
do—and after the match is made [’m willing to let any 
part of the forféit money go as a side bet, That's good 
enough, isn’t it?” 

In the most emphatic manner Fitzsimmons showed 
that he does not intend to allow the Quaker fighter to 
pose as the middleweight champion, Ie says that be- 
fore O’Brien can claim that title he must beat bim, 

“IT am the only legitimate middleweight champion,” 
continued Fitzsimmons, after his anger had settled, 
“I never claimed the title. Not me. I went out and 
won it by good, hard fighting. No one ever beat me for 
the title, did they? [ guess not. And this fellow 
O’Brien couldn't do it in a month, I’m still middle 
weight champion, and I’m the light heavyweight 
champion, too. 

**Because L have been fighting heavyweights for the 
past ten years is no sign that I can’t lick all these 
middleweights. O’Brien has no more claim to the 
title than Jack Munroe. Who did he lick that gave it 
to him ? Did he lick mein Philadelphia? No. I had 
him out in thirty-five seconds of the last round. But I 
couldn’t win. Didn’t his manager beg the police to stop 
it? IT heard afterward that O’Brien had it fixed with 
the police and all the politicians to stop the fight in the 
first round if he was going to get licked,” 

After a brief pause {during which Fitzsimmons again 
read a section of O’ Brien’s challenge, he burst out. 

“So he posted a $1,000 forteit. Well, I'll admit that 
that looks business-like, but $1,000 forfeit won’t do. 
He's got to put up $4,000 more. I want the torfeit 
money to go asaside bet. O’Brien, 1 understand, has 
plenty of money, and he won’t mind a Jittle thing like 
$5,000."” 

Here is the way O’Brien hands it back to Fitz; 

“T am glad to hear that Fitzsimmons talks in so de- 
cided a manner. He must mean business, I will be on 
band whenever Fitz desires prepared to sign the articles, 
and will also be ready to post as large a forfeit for weight 
and appearance as he may demand, and the side bet 
question will be settled to Fitz’s satisfaction. I shall

insist, however, that the fight be at 158 pounds, as I will | 


not fight bim at other weight.” 


If it were possible for either Fitzsimmons, 
McCoy or O’Brien to fight at the stipulated weight, 156 
pounds, McCoy offers a plan whereby the mooted 
question of who is champion might be settled. He 
suggests a four-cornered match between Fitz, O’Brien, 
Ryan and himself. Ina letter to methe other day he 
said: 

“All of us cannot be champions, At the present time 
Fitz, Ryan and I claim the title. The only way to settle 
the question is to fight it out and the man who emerges 
the victor from the last contest shall be the undisputed 
champion, I would suggest that O Brien and Ryan 
meet in a twenty-round bout, the winner of which shall 
agree to take on either Fitz or me, The man who gets 
the decision in that fight should then cross arms with 
the man who has not fought. I think that is the solu- 
tion of the’problem. I am willing to fight Ryan, 
O’Brien or Fitz asastarter. It makes no difference to 
me, for I am confident that I can whip any man in the 
world at the middleweight limit.”’ 

McCoy’s idea of the middleweight limit, however, is 
nearer 165 pounds than 158, and us that puts all three 
of the big ones out of the argument it looks as if Ryan 
would be left in undisputed possession of the honor, 

Another battle between Terry McGovern 
and Young Corbett is one of the probabilities of the 
near future. Terry has taken the initiative und has 
indicated a preference for his former con- 
queror. The latter says that such a bout would just 
suit him, and he has

with the ex-featherweight champion. As they are ac- 
ceptable to Terry, it is believed that articles will be 
signed for a match, to be decided at Philadelphia within 
six weeks. 

Corbett is in fine health at present. and with less 
than a month's work he ought to be able to get into 
condition to put up a great fight. Judging from his 
showing against Hanlon, who is a good fighter, Terry 
has recovered his old form. A mill between Corbett 
and McGovern, even for six rounds, the critics think, 
would be very interesting. Corbett is confident that he 
can take McGovern's measure just as easily as he did 
on the two other occasions when they met. 


Has Terry McGovern regained his old-time 
form, or did the lickings which Young Corbett and 
* Battling” Nelson give Eddie Hanlon incapacitate that 
individual to such an extent as to make him a soft 
mark? These are two questions prompted by the out- 
come of the six round battle the other night, in which 
Terry put it all over Hanlon, as they say in ring par- 
lance, and only the police averted a knockout. Cer- 
tain it is that Terry fought in his old impetuous style,

SPIT BALL 


A NEW FAD 


Harry White, of the Chicago White Stockings, was 
the sensation of the year in the baseball world. He 
succeeded in making a new pitching record for the 
American League and possibly forthe world. In five 
consecutive games of nine innings each he kept bis 
opponents from scoring a single run, giving him forty- 
five innings of shutouts. This beats anything ever he- 
fore performed in a big league and the only other 
record made is questionable. 

White has pitched better ball than any other twirler 
in the country, his admirers declare. Seven straight 
games he won and six of these were whitewashes for

his opponents. The last five in a row were shutouts. 
He has won fifteen of twenty-three games he has taken 
part in this year. 

Such work in a league of the caliber of the American 
eclipses anything that may have been done in the 
minors, Chesbro and McGinnity have long records of 
consecutive victories this season, but neither can come 
anywhere near the feat the Washington dentist has 
just performed. 

A new factor in successful pitching is what is called a 
spit ball, a newly discovered delivery which is bound 
to revolutionize baseball fully as much as the curve 
ball did years ago, says Tim Murnane. This ball, said 
to be discovered by one Stricklett while playing with 
the California League last season, has made double- 
score ball games out of the question. Jack Chesbro, 
of the New York Highlanders, has worked it to the 
best advantage for his club for over three months. 
Chesbro was wise enough to tell the players it was 
giving him a sore arm, but now the pitchers have dis- 
covered that it is simply pitching a medium fast 
straight ball, and in no way likely to lame the arm as 
curve pitching would. 

The batsmen of the American League say that it is 
utterly impossible to hit the ball square, as it breaks in 
80 many different ways just as it reaches the plate. The 
ball is sent about waist high, and usually shoots or 
drops. Clever pitchers are fast getting control, so that 
by the time next season comes round every first-class 
pitcher in the business will be throwing spit ball to 
the batsmen. 

The players claim that it will ruin the batting, and, 
unless the foul strike rule is eliminated. runs will be 
very scarce next season. 

The ball is pitched with the first two fingers held 
stiff, after rubbing the fingers across the lips to get the 
proper moisture. Lew Criger says that the constant 
shooting of the ball bangs a catcher’s hands al] up, and 
when throwing to bases the catcher 1s likely to make a 
wild throw as the result of the slippery spot on the ball. 

The idea is to keep the mitt in front of the face while 
going through the preliminary motion. Now and 
then the pitcher will pitch a fast one ora curve, but 
five out of six balls used by Chesbro is the spit ball, and 
all the Jobs the other clubs put up to doctor the ball so 
that the other fellows can kill the effect has not disturbed 
the great New York pitcher's faith in the new discovery. 

By doing away with the foul strike bunting will be 
increased 25 per cent, the players figure out, in this 
way offsetting the late invention. The public will 
never stand for light stick work. for the fielders would 
have little chance to display their fielding qualities, and 
| the public are the ones to be pleased. There is some- 
thing for the magnates to ponder over.

English Lad Won World’ Championship 
in Rattling Twenty-round Bout.

Joe Bowker, champion bantamweight of England, 
defeated Frankie Nell, of San Francisco, who holds 
the bantamweight title of America, on points in a 
twenty-round bout before the National Sporting Club, 
on Oct. 17 for the bantamweight championship of the 
world, 

The Britisher was dazed by the wicked onslaught of 
his opponent during the opening rounds, but managed 
to duck and dodge out of the dangerous situations. 

Neil continued his rushing, tactics up to the ninth 
round and apparently had bis opponent going et that 
stage. The American's blows were delivered with as 
tonishing frequency, and his fusillade of swings, Jabs 
and uppercuts bad Bowker almost helpless. The 
Americans present considered Neli a sure winner in 
the ninth round and were very enthusiastic. Bowker 
managed to last out the round, however, showing great 
gameness and the ability to stand terrible punishment. 

Neil evidently shot his bolt in that ninth round, for 
thereafter his blows lacked force and he failed to show 
his previous nimbleness and agility. Bowker was 
quick to see bis opponent's distress, and from that on 
he forced the pace and did most of the leading. So 
much so that in the referee's opinion he more than 
overcame the advantage Neil had obtained in the 
opening rounds, 

When Bowker was declared the winner the immense 
crowd was frantic with delight. Both men were 
cheered as they left the ring, the American coming in 
for little less than the new champion of the world. 

Neil started off likea winner. It did not take him 
long to get on to Bowker’s style. The latter began to 
dance away, and Neil at once began to force the fight- 
ing. He wentafter the Englishman and landed the 
first wallop on the Jaw witb theright. Bowker stepped 
lightly away, but before he could get set Neil crossed 
him with the left. Bowkerthen got home a atraight 
Jab to the face, which Neil didn’t like. The American 
retaliated with a right swing on the neck, and the pair 
clinched. They exchanged some lively wallops at close 
quarters, but Nell seemed to have a shade the best of it. 

In the second round it was apparent that Neil was 
onto Bowker's curves, and he started to cut the pace, 
in an effort to land a knockout. Once Neil caught the 
English champion a wallop on the jaw that rocked his 
head several inches. Neil continued to land the most 
effective blows in the third round, forcing Bowker to 
the ropes, landing left and right effectively. 

Bowker caught Neil a good one in the fourth round, 
when he reached his left eye with a swing, but Neil 
paid little attention to the blow and plungea in, mixing 
matters In a lively fashion. 

Neil had the better of the fifth, aud he had an appar- 
ent advantage up to the ninth, when it appeared that 
he had Bowker beaten. A stiff left to the face anda 
series of wallops seemed to take the steam out of the 
Englishman, but, although he appeared groggy, Nell 
did not seem to bave the punch to knock him out. 
Several times he tried hard to put his man away, but 
his blows lacked the force. 

Despite his severe punishment, Bowker came back 
for the tenth round in good shape. He immediately 
took the aggressive. Neil’s efforts in the early rounds 
seemed to have taken away much of his steam. Bow- 
ker broke through his foe’s guard a number of times, 
and when he landed his blows had little of their origi- 
nal effect. Bowker did his best work in the eleventh 
round. He landed a left-hand uppercut that jarred 
Neil from head to foot. Neil landed a feeble right on 
the face, but in return was walloped on the jaw. He 
rushed Bowker and the latter jabbed him with a 
straight left. 

Neil now seemed satisfied with taking the defensive, 
and throughout the remaining rounds he held the Eng 
lishman off the best he could, coming back now and 
then and scoring some good wallops. Neil was badly 
punished in the last half of the battle, but stood the gaff 
gamely. 

Neil was not satisfied with the contest. He was 
sanguine of ending the fight by a knockout before he 
started, but he evidently underestimated his opponent’s 
ability and when it came to endurance he was worn 
down to a point of weakness.
